APPLICATION 

Kentucky Utilities Company ("KU" or the "Company") hereby requests, pursuant 

to KRS 278.300, that the Commission authorize the issuance of securities, assumption of 

obligations and entrance into all necessary agreements and other documents relating 

thereto as more fully described herein. 

The Company incurs filing costs and dedicates significant labor time to 

complying with the restrictive requirements of the Indenture of Mortgage or Deed of 

Trust dated May 1, 1947, as Amended (the "Company Indenture"), which imposes 

numerous operational and administrative burdens on the Company. Debt secured under 

the Company Indenture is subject to extensive filing and reporting requirements and KU 

sustains ongoing administrative costs attributable to the preparation of reports and 

external legal, accounting and printing costs associated with the reporting requirements of 

the Securities Exchange Act of 1934 and the Sarbanes-Oxley Act of 2002. In addition, 

beginning January 1, 2007, when KU becomes subject to certain additional reporting 

requirements relating to Section 404 of the Sarbanes-Oxley Act, the Company will incur 

further costs to issue secured forms of debt.
